provious meetings and could not recall seeing i.eb HARVEY 
OSWALD at any of these meetings, or meeting him personally. 

Ho has had no association w*th OSWALD or JACK RUDf and 
knows nothing concerning their personal conduct or 
activities other than what he has read in the newspapers 
and hoard through other news modia^-, Ho further advised 
that the photograph of .LEg HARVEY ^OSWA LD was unfamiliar 
to him as woll as that of JAOKxJRUHY\ 

He had no personal knowledge concerning the Fair 
^Play for Cuba Committee and said he had read of it either 
in the ’’Nation" or the "Progressive" and he knew of no 
organization as the Fair Play for Cuba Committee being active 
in Now Orleans. He said he had read after the assassination 
of the.. Pres ident that OSWALD had been handing out leaflets 
in Now Orleans £or the Fair Play for Cuba Committee.

Ho stated that a rfow nights ago ho had been talking 
■.vxth a friend, BUI AN^AMPOLSK, about 20 years- of age, a senior 
at LSU, New Orleans, majoring in philosophy and AMPOLSK said 
ho had met OSWALD at a lecture whoro OSWALD had been the/ 
speaker. MITCHELL thought this would have been in April, 

May or Juno of 19G3 . AMPOLSK dcscribod OSWALD to MITCHELL 
as a "crackpot" rather than as a Marxist. 

MITCHELL voluntarily furnished the following 
information concerning himself and stated that he "right 
as well tell you as you would find out about it an/way": 

Ho said hie personal philosophy i6 that he Is 
opposed to an invasion of Cuba and is for disarmament. 

Ho said at one time he almost duplicated OS./aLD's 
actions, not in the assassination of the President, but 
rathor he had been arrested in about November, 1962, by the ■ 
New Orleans police for contributing to the delinquency of a 
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minor and he had become very disenchanted with America and 
himself, and as a result had written a letter to the Russian 
Embassy in either Washington, D.C., or New York City, 
making vague allusions that ho would consldor giving up 
his American citizenship. MITCHELL said he never wanted 
to be a Communist or a member of the Communist Party of 
tho USA and said he now regrets this foolish move he had 
made and that he has since matured.

He received a reply to his letter which suggested 
co him that he apply for the student exchange program and 
they furnishod the name of a professor at the University of 
Indiana who was the Administrator of the exchange program 
as the person to contact . 

MITCHELL said he never followed up on this 
suggestion and did not acknowledge tho letter, and fes far 
as he was concerned It was the end of It. 

In addition, MITCHELL said his friends have 
referred to him as a "left winger.*'
